Sarbanes asked the GAO "to evaluate the governance system of the accounting profession in the United States and 

consider the extent to which defects in that system may have contributed to or increased the risks of such 
irregularities," he said. 

GAO spokesman JefFNelligan said it will investigate both areas requested by Sarbanes. "The request raises some 
important issues. We will get to it right away," Nelligan said. 

Questions about Enron's financial reports and their review by its auditor, Andersen, are at the heart of the SEC probe.
